GOV. HAYES. 
VISITED BY INDIANA REPUBLICANS. 

Co._umsvs, O., Aug. 2.—Nine car-loads of ex- 
cursionists from Indianapolis, Ind., including 
130 uniformed members of the Hayes Escort 
Guards of Indianapolis, arrived in Columbus 
this evening at 7 o’clock, and were received at 
the depot by a band. Subsequently the Guards 
engaged in a torchlight procession on the 
streets. Assembling in front of the Capitol at 
9 o’clock, Gen: Beatty, of this city, introduced 
Enos B. Reed, of Indianapolis, and Mr. Reed 
presented the Club to Gov. Hayes, whose ap- 
pearance on the stand was greeted with great 
applause. Gov. Hayes spoke as follows:

One 
sentence farther. f trust that either this evening 
or to-morrow morning, before you leave for your 
bomes, you, yo entlemen of Indiana, and the 
old gentiemen of Indiana, and the ladies of In- 
diana, if they are here, will give me the pleasure 
at the Governor's office of taking you by the hand.

REPUBLICAN PROSPECTS. 


MEETING OF THE NATIONAL EXECUTIVE con- 
MITTEE. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, Aug. 2.—The Executive Commit- 
tee of the Republican National Committee met 
to-day at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, whichis to be 
its headquarters during the campaign. The full 
list of the Executive Committee comprises 
Zachariah Chandler, Chalrman; R. C. 
McCormick, Secretary; A. B. Cornell, 
John M. Forbes, Marshall Jewell, 
William H. Kemble, George A. Halsey, 
William E. Chandler. Charles C. Fulton, ex- 
Gov. E. F. Noyes, William Cumback, James P. 
Root, C. J. Filley, George Gorham of California, 
J. L. Averill, J. J. Patterson, J. I. Stone, and 
Elihu Enos. Of these, the only ones 
absent were Halsey, Root, Gorham, 
Averill, and Stone. Daniel Shepherd of 
Chicago, was present in place of Mr. Root. Ex- 
Gov. Morgan, Chairman of the last Republican 
National Committee, was also present by invi- 
tation. Most of the members were in the rooms 
engaged in conversation at 10 a. m., but it 
was nearly 11 o’clock before they were cailed 
to order by the Chairman. From this time 
until after 6 p. m. they held continuous private 
consultation, allowing no one excepting a few 
prominent party leaders to enter their apart- 
ments. Ex-Gov. Noyes, of Ohio, coming to the 
meeting as the represesentative of Gov. 
Hayes, gave at the beginning of the 
session the views entertained by Gov. 
Hayes in regard to the points which should 
most engage the attention and support of the 
party. Members from various parts of the coun- 
try expressed their views, giving also the re- 
sult of their observation and inquiries concern- 
ing the chances of Republican victories in their 
States. The general tenor of these reports 
was 5 
VERY ENCOURAGING, 
and it was agreed by allthe members that the 
party had never enjoyed a more favorable pros- 
pect of victory at this stage of a Presidential 
campaign. The reports from the South were 
especially encouraging, the members from 
Southern States declaring that the party was 
quite sure of carrying North Carolina, South 
Carolina, and Louisiana, while Mis- 
souri and West Virginia might easily be 
carried if the campaign was conducted 
in those Statcs with proper zeal. The Commit- 
tee determined that, while prosecuting the cam- 
paign as vigorously as possible throughout the 
entire country, it would make the States named 
in the South, and New York and Indiana in the 
North, the principal objective points of attack 
for the campaign. This actlon is said to be in 
accord with the expressed views of Gov. Hayes. 

For the collection and distribution of money 
to be expended in the campaign the Committee 
appointed Messrs. Jewell, Crowell, and Forbes 
to serve as a Committee of Finance. Hereafter 
members of the National Committee living 
West are to have 

HEADQUARTERS IN CHICAGO, 
and the Chicago branch will be largely inde- 
pendent in its operations, though remaining 
under the au‘hority of the Executive Commit- 
tee. Much of the time of the Committee to-day 
was occupied in arranging the details of offices, 
clerks of departments, etc. It was decided that 
nine members of the Executive Committee shall 
constitute a quorum, and that the Committee 
shall meet from time totime as deemed advisable 
by the Chairman and Secretary. These officers are 
to be daily in the Committee-rooms at the hotel. 
The Secretary will be in constant communica- 
tion with the other members of the National 
Committee in all parts of the courtry. Indi-

Auton, III., Aug. 2.—The Republican Con- 
gressional Convention of the Seventcenth Dis- 
trict was held in this city to-day.

GREELEY ON TILDEN. 
HORACE GREELEY’S EXPOSURE OF SAMUEL J. 

TILDEN AS THE PATRON OF REPBATERS AND 

BALLOT-BOX STUFFERS. 

In 1869 Mr. Greeley addressed two open 
“Letters to a Politician" —to “ Samuel J. Tilden, 
Chairman of te Democratic State Committee» — 
in which he arraigns Tilden, and demonstrates 
his criminal complicity in—his direct re- 
sponsibility ’’ for—the monstrous frauds that 
were practiced under his auspices to carry the 
State of New York for Seymour for President 
and Hoffman for Governor in 1868. We 
have already printed the first letter. 
In the New York Tribune of Nov. 9, 1800, Mr. 
Greeley, in a “second letter to a politician,” — 
“To Samuel J. Tilden, Chairman of Democratic 
State Committee,”—again arraigns Tilden for 
his complicity in this gigantic villainy, and 
holds him, as he indicated in the first letter,“ 
to a just accountability. in this „letter“ Mr. 
Greeley reviews the labors of the Constitutional 
Convention of 1807; the defeat of the results of 
its labors. the Reform Constitution,“ by the 
great champion of reform, Samuel J. Tilden, at 
the election of 1869; the defeat of a fair regis- 


tration and the means of purging the ballot-box 


of its notoriously infamous frauds and of se- 
curing to the people and State a fair election. 
Mr. Greeley reviews all in detail, in the light of 


uncontrovertible facts, and says: 

But while honesty and law act spasmodically, 
villainy ever sleeps with one eye open, and plans 
new and more subtie devices for circumventin 
justice and overthrowing right. Had no illega 
vote been polled in this city and Brooklyn, Gen. 
Franz Siegel would now be our Secretary-elect, as 


Grant, in the absence of fraud, would have re-

on this point: Since your party pretends to believe 
our last State census erroneous and imperfect, I 
put that aside, and appeal to official returns where- 
of no one can even @fect te doubt the accuracy.

Now, Mr. Tilden, you know that those wards 
have not increased in aggregate popniation since 
1855. People who live packed up in tenement 
houses fronting the narrowest, crookedest, worst- 
smelling streets of our city die at least as fast as 
those who live in more cleanly, airy, and com- 
modious quarters; and the increase or diminution 
of the Ss of these wards is accurately re- 
flected in their annual retarn of deaths. Now look 
at their total vote at our several Presidential 
ee = since 1855 and at our State elections last 
week:

You know what these figures prove as well as I 
do. You know that every vote was drawn out that 
could be in the intensely contested election of 
1860, and that not a few were then led which 
had no right to be. You know that the population 
of these wards has not increased, yet they polled 
over nine thousand more in 1868 than they did in 
1860, and over siz thousand more in 1869, when 
the Sixth Ward cast eght hundred and seventy- 
three more than her monstrous vote of last year, 
2 2 more than double her vote in 1860 
or ‘ 

I do not instance there cases as worse than oth- 
ers. Probably none of them are so bad as that of 
the Twenty-first Ward, where your Sheriff bears 
sway. But the Twenty-firstis a growing ward; 0 
I confine myself to those which the bills of mor- 


tality clearly show to be less populous to-day than 


they were when their agaregate vote was but 13, - 
— 2— the 23, 232 y rolled up for Hoffman 
ast fall. 

Mr. Tilden, vou Rare confeilerates who witl 
chuckle over this expose, as showing that ‘*the 
Democrats know how,” and that they can n be 
driven from power. ‘* What ty the public Judg- 
ment condemns us? Let our repeaters vote t 
more all round, and we'll come out ali right.” But 
I believe in God, and feel d profound conviction 
that the fruits of triumph thus achieved will turn 
to ashes on the tips of the victors. TI. believe you 
will yet realize that an Aomest defeat would have 
been more advantageous to you in the long run than 
either of your fraudulent victories.

A “DANBURY-NEWS” VIEW OF HIM.

When Samuel J. Tilden came up to Albany, 
I left instanter. I didn’t like to get intimate 
with him.

He is the wirest 
man I know of. Politics is dark. Now let any 
man, no matter how much alabaster may be on 
his brow, keep his eyes eternally on wires in the 
twilight of politics, and he will understand how 
Tilden’s leit eye became surrounded by little 
wrinkles and rings, screwing his forehead out of 
symmetry, and drawing great puckered seams 
of skin toward a common centre on the left side 
of the canal-statesman’s head. His eye is the 
worst case of centralization in the history of this 
country.

Why, 
you would swear he was the biggest tobacco- 
chewer you ever saw, just by the corners of his 
marvelous mouth; and yet the sight of a wood- 
en Indian sours his stomach. His face is old- 
boyish and quizzical, shaved and dressed 
in an odd, dried-up, funny look that 
never leaves it. George L. Fox, poor and 
in a lunatic’s padded cell! Sammy J. Tilden, 
rich and nominated for the Presidency! 
What a curious world! What a wonderful 
country! His apeeches can all be found in the 
campaign of 40. That's where he gets hard 
times and reform. His speeches have no end. 
They commence in 1840, and are “to be con- 
tinued; ’’ yet he never says anything about our 
present sickness.

THE MONTENEGRINS. 
THEIR OPERATIONS IN HERZEGOVINA. 
Correspondence London Times. 

Raus, July 9.— The obscurity which reigns 
over the Monteneg field of operations is not 
yet dissipated, though we learn that on the 
entry of the army into Herzegovina a complete 
reorganization of the Insurgent: force was un- 
dertaken, it being divided into battalions, and 
the arms redistributed, so that each battalion 
should be armed with the same kind of rifle. 
The previous condition of armament was chaotic 
in the extreme. About 1,500 Sniders taken from 
the Turks, and as many more old Austrian 
breechloaders, were mixed up with Stuzen“ (the 
Austrian jaeger’s ancient weapon), and muzzle- 
loaders of various other patterns, and ammuni- 
tion was as often in the wrong hands as in the 
right. This had all to be remedied, and the 
commissariat arrangements extended over the 
auxiliary force before a march forward could be 
begun, and that it should have been left until 


this time to be undertaken is a proof the more 
that Montenegro was late in degiding to take 
the field, as, if that point had n clear, this 


organization could have been completed before the 
declaration of war, and the revictualing of Niksics 
could have been prevented by the means of this 
organization.

IN WHICH THEY HAD SHUT 120 CHILDREN. 

I have given these few examples of the way in 
which the Turks defend their country, in order 
that your readers may forman idea of the senti- 
ments by which these Asiatic barbarians are in- 
spired, and of the objects which they have in 
view. To take only the Kaza of Philippopolis and 
Pazardjik, at least or villages have fallena 
prey to such atrocities. uring twenty-three days 
and nights a saw from Philippopolis the flames of 
the burning villages. The names of forty are al- 
ready knowntous. Five Bulgarian monasteries also 
have been pillaged, and then burnt down—Holy 
V ( tchnia), St. Theodor (Perushtitza), 
St. Nicolaus (Kalugerowo), St. Peter, and St. Kos- 
ma (Kozarsko). 

These facts do not need commentary from me. 
The object of the Turkish Committee is no less 
than the perfect destruction of the Bulgarians. 
For this purpose and in order to have a pretense 
they accused the peaceful Bulgarian peasants of 
revolutionary intentions. It is indisputable that 
the Bulgarians were at first armed, but this was 
done after the rumor was spread that the Turks 
had the intention of massacreing them. At the 
firat order of the Government they surrendered their 
arms, and now, when they became disarmed, the 
Turks attacked them. They had taken Wp arms, 
not against the Government, but against those 
robbers that came to plunder them. real insur- 
rection was found only in two villages—V etren and 
Belljdevo; all the others surrendered their arms as 
they saw the Imperial troops coming. But the 
regular troops, instead of protecting them, dis 
charged their cannon onthem. From 
20,000 To 40,000 BULGARIANS HAVE BEEN MAS- 

SACRED, 

while the Turks can show, at the most, a few per- 
sons of their nationality killed. This is certainly 
not due to their bravery, but to the fact that there 
has been no fight between two parties, but —. bs 
mean and treacherous massacre of the one party. 
The following authentic facts may show what have 
been the motives of the barbarians: Before burn- 
ing the villages everything of worth has been taken 
from the houses and the y has been carried off 
in cars. Among the saved there are no girls, and 
no children older than 8 years; children not older 
than 10 years have been publicly violated; Bulga- 
rian girls have been sold in the markets of Pazard- 
jik and Philippopolis. Ina village near Kalofer 
seventy young girls, who refused to accept the Ma- 
hammedan faith, were violated in the midst of the 
village; then shut up in a stall, which was set on 
fire from the four sides, so that no one escaped. 

It is irony in face of these inhumanities to speak 
of civilization and of progress. After such a treat- 
ment, the only strong feeling in the breast of every 
Bulgarian 

WILL BEB THAT OF REVENGE; 
a peaceful life antag Bulgarians and Turks in fu- 
ture is impossible; therefore every attempt to pre- 
serve the integrity of Turkey will be illusory, be- 
cause deprived of a foundation.

MR. DISRAELI’S STATEMENT AS TO THE ATROCI- 

TIES IN BULGARIA. 
London Times (editorial), July 18. 

Mr. Disraeli made a statement in the House of 
Commons yesterday with regard to atrocities com- 
mitted by the Circassians ang Bashi-Bazouks in 
Bulgaria.

ourselves. Yesterday evening, Mr.

a different temper. In the interval, communica-., 
tiona had been made to Sir Henry Elliot, and an- 
ewers from that furnctionary had been received. 
Mr. Disraeli had a case, and knew well that a se- 
date and decoreus tone was the best way to give 
éffecttoit. Atan — 55 ee of the evening he 
mentioned, in answer to Mr. Baxter, that the Gov- 
ernment had received intimations of an inter- 
esting kind relating to the matter, and intimated 
that be was now in on of authentic infor- 
mation on the subject.

One of the most notable and interesting 
speeches of the session was delivered yes- 
terday in the House by Mr. Lamas, of Mis- 
sissippi.

MURDER TO BE PUNISHED IN THE SOUTH. 
At last there is a promise that there will 


be a test made whether a colored man has 
any right to life and liberty at the South, 
and whether the laws of the country can be 
enforced in the Southern States or not. On 
the fentennial Fourth of July a company of 
militia paraded in Hamburg, 8. C. The 
population of Hamburg is almost exclusively 
of colored people, and the militia company 
was of the same race. The company was 
armed and equipped by the State, and 
formed part of the State militia. On that 
day, while on parade, two white men de- 
manded that the company make way for 
them, which at first was refused, but finally 
the company broke ranks and let the men 
pass through. Subsequently, the Captain 
was served with a warrant for obstructing 
the highway, anda Justice of the Peace gave 
judgment against the €ompany, and required 
it te disband and surrender its arms. 
The soldiers went to their armory, 
where they were surrounded by an 
armed mob; a piece of cannon was 
brought from Augusta, Ga., and fired on 
the building. Aftera long siege, the col- 
ored militia tried to escape, but a number 
of them were captured and held as prisoners, 
and, while thus held as prisoners, six or more 
were shot down and killed, and several 
wounded. This whole proceeding was man- 
aged under the direction of several white 
men, claiming social and personal respecta- 
bility, education, and refinement, and claim- 
ing to have once been officers in an army of 
civilized troops. The world has no name for 
this act but that of cowardly murder, while 
the participants in the murder claim to have 
performed a most meritorious action. The 
Coroner’s inquest on the Ist inst. closed 
the investigation, and righteously charged 
Gen. M. C. Buruzr, Col. A. P. Burzizr, Dr. 
Prerce Burizr, the Rev. J. Merete, and 
fifty-three others, citizens of Edfefield and 
Aiken Counties, in South Carolina, and 
thirty citizens of Georgia, with the crime of 
murder. The Sheriff of Aiken County has 
now warrants for the arrest of those in South 
Carolina, and the Governor has issued requi- 
sitions upon the Governor of Georgia for 
those citizens of that State who have been 
accused. 

Fhe President, in hismessage tothe Senate 
on Tuesday, inclosed a number of papers re- 
lating to what he appropriately terms the 
disgraceful and brutal slaughter of unoffend- 
ingmen at Hamburg. He also communicates 
a copy of an official letter addressed by him 
to Gov. CaamBrr.arn, of South Carolina. In 
this letter of the President he expresses, we 
are sure, the judgment of seven-tenths of the 
people of the North, as to the uncalled-for 
cruelty and wanton sacrifice of human life. 
He counsels and urges the Governor of South 
Carolina to go on fearlessly in the discharge 
of his duty to bring the guilty miscreants to 
proper punishment, and thereby vindicate 
the rights and liberties of the citizen, especial- 
ly his right to vote ashe pleases. He tells 
the Governor of South Carolina that it is his 
own duty, as Executive of the nation, to give 
him all needful aid, when properly requested, 
to enable the Governor to execute his duty 
to the people of South Carolina. He informs 
the Governor of South Carolina that this 
outrage at Hamburg is but a repetition of 
what has been perpetrated in other Southern 
States, but especially in Louisiana and Mis- 
sissippi. He calls attention tothe usurpation 


ished—by death on the gallows. These 
men of the late Confederacy must be taught 
that the American people have no sympathy 
with and will not tolerate the inhuman mur- 
der of unoffending, law-abiding men 

of their color, or because of the way in which 
they vote. That is a barbarism of which 
the Sioux have never been guilty. When the 
savage murders, he has a higher provocation 
than the mere color of his victim's face. He 
will murder that he may rob, but that is more 
elevated than the motives which lead these 
Southern men to massacre the helpless peo- 
ple who live among them. 

The President but gives expression to the 
general purpose of the whole people of the 
North that these massacres must stop ; the 
guilty must be made to feel that this is 3 
Government of law, and that it has the power 
and the will to protect the personal and po- 
litical liberties of the humblest citizen 
against cowardly violence and shameless 
disregard of the demands of civiliz ation 
These Southern murders are a disgrace to 
the national character, and any Government 
which confesses an inability to prevent the 
crime or to bring the guilty to punishment 
should abdicate as a failure, and would de- 
serve the contempt of mankind. 

The peaple of the North have, however, a 
revelation of the horrible condition of affairs 
at the South, where the lives of four millions 
of people are practically beyond the protec- 
tion of the law. and where it is no crime to 
murder or rob them. They live by the mere 
sufferance of the men around them. At 
Hamburg, wives and mothers on their knees 


ubegged the lives of the unfortunate negroes 


“who were prisoners in the hands of the mob; 
and in answer tothe prayer the men were 
shot down in the presence of their families. 
These people are clamorous for the election 
of a Democratic President and Congress ; 
they are clamorous for a party pledged not 
to interfere to protect these negroes. If these 
murders are perpetrated so boldly, and de- 
fended so generally now, what will be the 
condition of these millions of negroes should 
the Democratic party be put in power? We 
submit tothe people of the North whether 
the election of a Democratic President will 
not be an abandonment of the negro popu- 
lation to murder, and whether the people of 
the North are prepared to order such an 
event by electing a Democratic President,

THURLOW WEED ON THE SILVER DOLLAR. 

In another column we publish in full a 
letter from the veteran Tuurtow Weep to 
the New York Tribune about the silver ques- 
tion. Mr. Wo's practiced pen touches no 
subject it does not illumine, and he throws 
astrong light on one or two points that 
have been overlooked or barely treated by 
others. Passing by his presentation of the 
constitutional argument, with which our 
readers have been familiarized, we find a 
new point in his statement that the very in- 
creased supply of silver that has been made 
the pretext for demonetization was anticipat- 
ed in augmenting our debt, and that the 
marketing of the bonds was largely facilitat- 
ed by the knowledge of other nations of the 
value of the silver mines just then developing. 
Mr. Weep cannot see why Americans should 
join Europe in depreciating their silver 
product, nor why the large class who have 
been compelled to sell their labor for depre- 
ciated paper should receive less consideration 
in the choice between silver and gold than 
the bondholders. He warns the latter that 
on taking their pound of flesh they must not 
take one drop of blood, and intimates plainly 
to capital that its manipulations to depress 
silver cannot deprive the United States of its 
right to pay its debts in the coin in which it 
contracted to pay them. We call the atten- 
tion of our readers to the letter as a lucid 
and powerful argument for the restoration of 
the constitutional, popular, and specie dollar 
of the Fathers. 
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BUILDING OF THE COURT-HOUSE. 

Notwithstanding the rambling and some- 
what incoherent character of the recent con- 
ference between the Building Committees of 
the City Council and County Board, there 
seemed to be a better disposition to har- 
monize than ever before. The Aldermen 
representing the Council manifested a will- 
ingness to approve of the so-called com- 
promise plan of Architect Ecan, leaving out 
the dome, and the Commissioners looked 
with favor upon the proposition that the 
county shall build the entire building, giving 
the city the use of one-half of it at a fixed 
rental. This is, in fact, the only plan by 
which the Court-House building can proceed 
atonce. The city is absolutely powerless to 
prosecute its share of the work. It can bor- 
row no more money on bonds, and it will re- 
quire two or three years of the most rigid 
economy, without adding anythiag to the 
public works, to discharge its floating in- 
debtedness and a condition of munic- 
ipal solvency and good credit. It would be 
foolish to force the sale of real estate owned 
by the city at the present depressed prices, 
except the three blocks known as the Lake 
Front, which the railroads will pay as much 
for as they ever offered; but even the pro- 
ceeds of such a sale, if made, should rather 
be devoted tothe canceling of debts past 
due and unpaid than put into new improve- 
ments. . 

The County Government is very different- 
ly situated. The entire Court-House will 
not cost more than $3,500,000 without the 
dome, and this amount can be secured on 
the issue of county bonds without reaching 
the constitutional limit of county indebted- 
ness. The ground really belongs to the 
county, the city’s claim to one-half of it 
resting upon the condition that the city 
shall construct one-half the Court-House. 
A contract should be made between the 
county and city whereby the former will 
give a perpetual lease to the latter of one- 
half the building to be erected, the city to 
pay such a rental therefor as will be equal to 
the interest on one-half the bonds issued by

ing, and the city to have the privilege of 
purchasing its half of the building at 
any time upon payment of the orig- 
inal cost. There is nothing prejudicial to 
the interests of the county in such an ar- 
rangement as this. Indeed, the interests of 
the city and county are identical in the mat- 
ter of the Court-House, and the-effect of the 
proposed arrangement will simply be to en- 
able the completion of the work, the city 
paying the interest on one-half the invest- 
ment and the county the interest on the 
other half. Thus all the property-owners in 
Cook County outside of the city limits will 
only pay their exact proportion for that part 
of the building actually occupied for county 
purposes. The sentiment of the County 
Commissioners on the Building Committee 
warrants the belief that the County Board 
will concur in this plan, if the City Council 
proposes it, and the Council should make a 
formal application at the very next meeting. 

As to the dome, it should be abandoned 
not only for the present but for all time, so 
that there need be no extra and useless ex- 


pense in providing foundations for some- 


thing that will never be built. Mr. Eoan 
says that this dome will cost $520,000, and 
its actual cost might be swollen to a cool 
million before completion. Now it serves 
no other than that of ornamenta- 
tion. The people of this commanity are not 
prepared to spend a million of dollars for 
mere ornamentation. But even for this the 
dome would be a failure in connection with 
the plan finally adepted for the Court-House. 
It could not be seen from the street, nor in- 
deed from anywhere else except from the 
tops of the houses. There are no hills near 
enough to Chicago to command a view of it 
with the most powerful magnifying-glass 
ever invented. In this level country, an 
ornamental dome on a high building is use- 
less even for ornament, except on some such 
design as Mr. Tuuxy’s Eureka“ plan, 
which left spaces at the four corners unim- 
proved, thus leaving the line of vision to the 
dome free from all obstacles. But the 
present plan of the Court-House is that of a 
high, square building covering the block, so 
that the dome positively could not be seen 
except from the tops of high houses. It 
would be literally the height of folly to 
spend a million of dollars for ornament that 
could be enjoyed only by those in Heaven 
above. |

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THE TURKISH CIVIL WAR. 
It has remained for the little State of Mon- 


tenegro, which recently put its army in the 
field, to achieve the first notable victory over 
the Turks. The news of the battle of Tre- 
binje is so circumstantial that there is little 
reason to doubt the Turks suffered a decided 
defeat, with a loss of more than 5,000 men 
and a large number of officers. The value 
of this victory lies mainly in the demonstra- 
tion of a strength on the part of the Monte- 
negrins which has not been suspected, and 
which may induce the Turks to weaken their 
forces in Servian territory, and by this divis- 
ion to interrupt the series of successes that 
have been gained over the Servians. The 
Montenegrin success will exert less in- 
fluence over Roumania’s policy than if a 
similar victory had been won in Servian ter- 
ritory which adjoins Roumania, and where 
the successes have been mainly on the side 
of the Turks. But this single victory over 
the Turks is not enough of itself to warrant 
the belief that the Servian war, 
even . strengthened by the alliance 
with Montenegro, will eventuate in 
the establishment of the independence of the 
province. There is no reason to believe 
that any of these provinces singly can suc- 
cessfully contend against the Turkish power, 
and the only hope for the Christians in 
European Turkey is a union of forces, in- 
clading all of Bosnia, Servia, Bulgaria, and 
Roumania, along with Greece. 

The correspondents at the seat of war 
seem to agree that, when Servia struck, the 
blow aroused the patriotic sentiments of 
Panslavism, which means a consolidation of 
the Slavic people into one nation. The more 
recent tendency is to a confederation, with 
independent powers reserved to the various 
States. This is the basis of the agreement 
between Servia and Montenegro, which 
pledges that the autonomy of Montenegro 
shall be maintained with the annexation of 
Herzegovina, while Montenegro recognizes 
the Servian Kingdom. If the union of these 
two provinces can achieve enough of success 
in opposing the Turks to develop 
the Panslavic sentiment in Rdumania 
and lead to the joining of that 
province in the war upon the same terms, 
then the other minor provinces will probably 
trust their destinies with the alliance, and 
the war will assume an importance and 
magnitude that it has not yet possessed. 
Roumania of late has been arrogating to 
itself privileges of sovereignty which are by 
no means guaranteed to it, but which have 
been passed over by Turkey evidently 
with the purpose of conciliating the Rou- 
manians and keeping them out of the fight. 
But now it is uhderstood that Roumania in- 
tends to press the old dispute about her 
boundaries and insist upon an annexation of 
certain territory along the Delta of the 
Danube. The revival of this dispute at the 
present time would seem to indicate that 
Roumania proposes to make the most of the 
insurrection for her own advantage, and a 
failure to attain her purpose through the 
insurrection of Servia and Montenegro may 
induce her to join them. This would 
look to the formation of a Pan- 
slavic Confederation. But the sentiment 
of Greece is opposed to such a 
union of the Slavic provinces and peoplés, 
which probably accounts for the demonstra- 
tions of the Athens Government of its at- 
tachment to the Ottoman Empire. Unless 
Greece should strike Turkey on the flank, it 
is not impossible that the Turks might pre- 
vail over the Slavic union of forces. Mean- 
time mediation by the European Powers 
seems to be seriously contemplated, which, 
if it takes a practical shape, will probably 
bring about another postponement of a war 
of races and religions almost sure to come 
sooner or later. 


IGNORANCE ASSAILING TRUTH. 

The Chicago Times assails the resolutions 
prepared by Mr. Waronr for the considera- 
tion of the Board of Trade, and charges that 
the resolutions contain various false asser- 
tions. It thus proceeds to correct them : 


The whereases state certain things that are not 
true. In the first place, they state by implication 
that the silver dollar was a fall 2 from 
1792 to 1873 by virtue of Congressional enact - 
ment. That is not true. Congress cever assumed 
to make either the gold dollar or the silver dollar a 
legal-tender. It never assumed to say that either 
the one or the other should not be a legal-tender 
until 1873. The only legal-tender legisiation by 
Congress, before the passage of the greenback-ten- 
der act of 1862, was in 1853, when the subsidiary 
silver coins were overvalued about 6% per cent for 
the purpose of preventing their exportation. 
it it would obviously be unjust to make an overval- 
ved or token coinage full legal-tender, it was 
may ery that this coinage should not be legal-ten- 

er for more than $5 in any one payment. Noth- 
ing was said about the legal-tender quality of ei- 
ther gold coins or silver dollars. Legal-tender leg - 
islation was left to the States, where it belonged 
under the Constitution, which did not give power 
to Congress to make anything legal tender. 


This is a most extraordinary statement, 
and is in every essential particular in conflict 
with the facts. The act of 1792 fixed the 
denominations and weight of the gold and 
silver coins of the United States, and by ex- 
press enactment declared the silver dollar the 
unit of Federal money. That silver dollar was 
to contain 3714 grains of pure silver, which 
provision was never changed. In 1873 the 
further coinage of that standard silver dollar 
was prohibited. Both gold and silver coins 
were made and continued a legal-tender for 
any amount until 1853. In 1853, in conse- 
quence of the decline in the value of gold as 
compared with silver, the silver coin was 
worth more as bullion than as coin, and was 
exported. Congress then reduced the amount 
of pure silver in the half dol- 
lars and other smaller silver coins; 
and they, because debased, were reduced 
asa legal-tender to the sum of $5. The 
silver dollar, however, was not changed 
either as to weight, fineness, or as a legal- 
tender toany amount. It continued to be 
coined at the Mint until prohibited by the 
act of 1873. All the gold coins have always 
been a legal-tender; but it was not until 


1873 that the gold dollar was made a unit of 
value to take the place of the silver 
dollar then discontinued. The States have 
no power to make legal-tender, except the 
gold and silver coins of the United States. 
The authority of the United States to make 
gold and silver coin legal-tender has been 
exercised from the date of the first coinage 
acts. 

In the ‘same reckless disregard of truth 
the following assertions are made : 

It was to remedy this evil that the act of 1853 
overvaluing subsi silver was and the 
measure was entirely successful. That act did not 
touch the silver „ That was still under- 
valued, and consequently it did not circulate at all, 
All coin contracts meant for the simple and 
sufficient reason that gold was the only coin, ex- 
cept the token pieces, in use. This was the case 
from 1834 down to 1873. In the Mint act of that 
year no provision was made for coining the silver 
dollar, it was still more valuable than the 
gold dollar, and consequently would not circulate 
n company with gold. There was no use in order - 
ing the coinage 280 piece which would certainly be 
exported in obedience to a well-known economic 
law. Gold was the only standard. It was meant 
in all coin contracts. 


Having asserted that silver and gold had 
never been a legal-tender in the United States, 
of course other fallacies resting on that asser- 
tion fall with it. The same paper continues: 


In the third place, the whereases assert that the 
contracts with public creditors do not call for gold. 
but for either gold or silver at the option of the 
Government. This is not true. At the times when 
the laws authorizi the issue of United States 
bonds were authorized, silver dollars, as above 
stated, were not in use at all. Seer were nom- 
inally legal-tender under State laws, but they were 
never tendered, for the reason that, being under- 
valued, they would not circulate. Gold, with the 
exception of the token pieces bearing a limited 
legal-tender power, was the only coin in use, and 
it was therefore implied in all coin contracts. No- 
body would ever have thought of claiming that the 
= ic debt was payable in silver dollars but for 

he surprising decline in the value of silver since 
the passage of the Coinage act of 1873. t de- 
cline affords an opportunity of repudiating from 16 
to 20 per cent of the public debt without seeming 
to violate the letter of the contract with public 
creditors. The propensity to cheat somebody while 
claiming to be honest is at the bottom of this silver- 
tender agitation. Itis a propensity that a body of 
honorable, or presumably honorable, business 
men, such as the Chicago Board of Trade, cannot 
afford to indulge. 


The test of this logic is that, had gold de- 
clined as it did in 1850, and the silver ad- 
vanced, it would now be repudiation to pay 
the bonds in the depreciated gold coin. If 
it be repudiation to pay coin contracts in 
silver, which has declined, why would it not 
be equally repudiation to pay the bonds in 
gold had that metal declined? The fact is 
the Government, in the exercise of its alterna- 
tive under the contract to pay in either gold 
or silver, has hitherto paid in gold because it 
was 3 or 4 per cent cheaper than silver; now 
that the relative values of the metals have 
changed, and gold is temporarily more valua- 
ble, the bondholders insist on having 15 
or more per cent added to their contracts. 
In no act of Congress was there ever a 
stipulation to pay gold; the contract was to 
pay in the coin of the United States,—the 
gold and silver coins, then and for half a 
century and more previously, a legal-tender 
for all amounts. 


THE DECLINE OF CUSTOMS REVENUE. 

Mr. Morrison, as Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means, stated to the 
House of Representatives, on the 29th of 
July, that large reductions in the expendi- 
tures of the year beginning July 1, 1876, 
were a necessity because of the decline in 
the revenue, especially from duties on im- 
ports. His figures are of interest: The ap- 
propri made by Congress for the year 
1876-7 will be $119,000,000. The permanent 
appropriations, which are for interest, $96, - 
154,848; sinking fund, $24,063,377; and 
miscellaneous purposes, $16,411,694 ; aggre- 
gate, $147,000,000. The total requirements of 
the Government for annual and permanent 
appropriations will be $266,000,000. To 
meet this expenditure what will be the reve- 
nue? The receipts for customs for the year 
ending Juue 30, 1876, amotinted to $147,- 
057,978, or $10,000,000 less than for the 
year 1875. The falling off in dutiable im- 
ports was nearly $60,000,000. The same 
rate of falling off in imports during 1876. 7 
will reduce the revenue from that source to 
$123,000,000. If the average falling off for 
the last three years be taken, then the re- 
ceipts would be $127,000,000. In no event 
will they exceed $130,000,000. 

The receipts for 1875 from internal reve- 
nue were $119,000,000,—a gain of $9,000,000 
over the previous year. This increased rev- 
enue was due to the increase of the tax on 
whisky and tobacco, while the quantity of 
these two articles declined. The taxable 
gallons of spirits fell off from 62,000,000 gal- 
lons in 1875 to 58,000,000 gallons in 1876; 
dad the tobacco fell off from 119,000,000 
pounds in 1835 to 110,000,000 in 1876. Al- 
lowing a like falling off this year in the quan- 
tities of the articles taxed, he estimates the 
nternal revenue receipts at $107,000,000. 
But, conceding greater honesty and efficiency 
in the collection of the revenue at this time, 
the receipts may reach $120,000,000. From 
miscellaneous sources the receipts will hardly 
exceed $16,000,000. The revenue, according 
to this estimate, will therefore be at the 
most : 


From customs 
Internal revenue

These figures indicate that the reduced ap- 
propriations will exhaust all the revenue 
which it is expected will be collected.

We have on various occasions shown the 
delusion and the fraud of protection as an 
encouragement to permanent manufactures. 
The American manufacturers, with the raw 
materials free, labor and machinery capable 
of producing in many lines sufficient goods 
to supply a large fortion of the world’s mar- 
kets besides their own, have, in considera- 
tion of a promise of a bounty, agreed to 
abandon all competition and sell only in the 
home market. The protective tax in its 
operations so increased the cost of produc- 
tion and diminished the consumption that, 
with the over- production incidental to a 
limited market, the bounty promised in pro- 
tection has proved insufficient to cover the 
losses otherwise sustained. 

The wide-spread explosion of the specula. 
tive system, with its fictitious values and 
unlimited credits, brought the protective 
system, like all other fallavies, to the grind- 
stone. It did not take long to show that 
protection does not protect, and that legal 
additions to the price of goods cannot make 
purchasers. The American cotton manufac. 
turers at last formally abandoned protection, 
and instead of running mills on half or quar- 
ter time, which was all that was needed to 
supply the protected home market, they de- 
termined to make goods for export, and 
bravely launched into the enterprise, finding 
markets wherever they sent their goods. All 
this has passed into history. Now we have 
the same story as to the Afherican manufac- 
turers of wool.

Here, then, is the declaration that if the 
American manufacturers were relieved of the 
protective tax on wool, they could manufac- 
ture and export woolen goods to foreign 
countries, And this is at the end of eight 
years of the most excessive taxation on wools 
and woolen goods to which any country ever 
submitted. The manufacturers now ask to 
be put on an equality with the British and 
French in the purchase of wool, and they 
will ask no protection, but boldly and suc- 
ceasfully sell their goods in foreign mar- 
kets. 

Under these circumstances, there is no 
surprise at the falling off in revenue from 
customs. When cotton and woolen goods 
may be purchased and sold in Europe at 3 
profit, importations of such goods, under 
heavy rates of duties, may be considered as 
prohibited. Wherever duties are levied by 
the pound, yard, or quantity, and the cost of 
production has fallen, the percentage of the 
tax has increased, duties have become nearer 
prohibitory, importations have fallen off, and 
revenue has declined. Since 1872, the 
duties on imports have declined $69,000,000 
@ year. 

The tariff, therefore, as it now stands, has 
become prohibitory of revenue. It should 
be overhauled. Protection having been so 
exploded that the manufacturers themselves 
are demanding its abandonment, should be 
excluded from the law. Unless there be a 
change in the tariff in this respect there will 
be a deficiency in the revenue, and we will 
have to renew war taxes or borrow money to 
pay the current expenses of the Government. 
The tariff at this time protects nothing, but 
deprives the Government of revenue which 
it requires, and, had not the appropriations 
been reduced this year, would leave a defi- 
ciency in the Treasury of $20,000,000. 
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THE LATEST FINANCIAL VAGARY. 

Among the irreconcilables of the Indiana 
Democrats is a strong clique in and about 
Terre Haute—the Eighth Congressional Dis- 
trict—who have formed a separate organiza- 
tion, nominsted a candidate for Congress, 
and pledged themselves to support through 
thick and thin Perzr Coorrn for President 
and the cardinal followers of Greenbackism. 
In their Convention, held the other day, 
after setting forth these general purposes, 
they developed a new phase of their repudia- 
tion proclivities, which they expressed as fol- 
lows: Resolved— 

3. That we demand the increased issue of green- 
backs for the purpose of buying silver to pay our 
bonded debt, and that the exchange of greenback 
legal-tender dollars for silver legai-tender dollars 
should be continued so long asthe silver coin can 


be purchased at par, or below or until the 
bouded debt is paid’ ** 


This is an exceedingly thin effort to dis- 
guise the old Penpieton Democratic scheme 
of repudiation, which contemplated the re- 
demption of the bonds in greenbacks with- 
out providing for the payment of the green- 
backs. This is precisely the meaning, and 
would be the effect of the foregoing proposi- 
tion. It would be to substitute a non-inter- 
est-bearing debt for an interest-bearing debt. 
The Government might with equal honesty 
call in all the bonds, cut off the coupons, 
exchange the date and promise of payment, 
and then return the documents to their 
holders. And it would be as easy to attain 
the desired end of repudiation by this 
summary process as by the apparent inter- 
vention of silver purchased by irredeemable 
greenbacks. 

Now the Government hasa moral and 
legal right to pay off any form of its indebt- 
edness in the old silver dollars of 412} 
grains, since the debts wore all contracted 
on that basis. It has the right to obtain as 
much silver as it can for this pur- 
pose by levying taxes on the people or by 
selling its bonds for silver. But it has no 
right, moral or legal, to issue irredeemable 
non-interest-bearing notes in an unlimited 
amount for the ultimate payment of its 
interest-bearing obligations. Nox could it 
succeed in any such undertaking without re- 
sorting to force. The greenback would not 
have a greater value than the silver dollar, 
nor an equal value, fora single minute after 
the expression of such a doctrine in the form 
of a law. If Congress should pass and the 
President approve alaw authorizing the issue 
of $1,800,000,000 of greenbacks—that is, 
non-interest-bearing, irredeemable notes— 
wherewith to buy up the same amount of 
silver dollars for the purpose of paying off 
the bonded indebtedness, the greenback 
would not only lose its present nominal 
excess of value over the silver dollar, 
but it would not be worth 10 per cent 
of the silver dollar. An actual issue 
of that amount would not purchase 
a hundredth part of that amount of gilver. 
No man of any sense would exchange an 
amount of silver equal to 412} grains—the 
standard American dollar—for a bushel of 
greenbacks under these conditions. . 

This class of Democrats, who refuse to 
swallow TILDEN, are worse Copperheads and 
nullifiers than the Tildenites themselves, if 
possible.

THE COUNTY HOSPITAL. 
ENVESTIGATION OF MRS. EDGAR’S CHARGES OF 
MISMANAGEMENT. & 

The investigation into the charges made by 
Mrs. Edgar against the management of the 
County Hospital was commenced yesterday by 
the Hospital Committee of the County Board. 
Col. Cleary, the Chairman, officiated as Judge- 
Advocate. Besides the Committee there were 
present Commissioners Burdick and Holden, 
who took part in the proceedings. Mrs. Edgar 
was attended by a lady friend. Warden 
Laughlin was present, and the room was com- 
fortably filled up with with witnesses and em- 
ployes of the establishment. After an hour of 
tedious waiting, the Committee were ready, and 
Mrs. Edgar read her charges, as follows: 

THE INDICTMENT. 
Neglect of patients; incompetent nurses; patients 


not treated alike on all days; by bribing nurses, 
some receive better care than others; patients have: 


to wait on themeclves when not able; suffer for 


want of good care; medicine not given regularly; 
the same n used for all, and the same cups of 


mater; beds uncomfortable and alive with vermin; 


close air at times; sun shining in the face. and no 
one to close the biinds, or help them to move them- 
selves; nurses sel in their rooms: cross and 
impatient to the sick; hardly ever in at night; food 
at all ttmes not fit for well persons; suffering from 
thirst, want of bathing, fanning, and clean clothes; 
kept awake nights by noise made by the Warden 
family and visitors laughing, singing, and 
ud talking till midnight and after; also drunken 
nurses; some there for weeks without seeing 
the Warden or Matron to know them; few fans for 
the patients, and none in Ward H; lemons not fur- 
nished to the patients, unless to a few favored ones; 
4 compelled to do housework or threatened 
be turned out; meat left on the plates by patients 
euffering with sore eyes or mouth cut up for stews 
or hash; food served at times in «uch sour. haif- 
cooked condition as to cause loathing; patients, if 
asleep when meals are given, have to wait till the 
next.

COOK CO. SAVINGS BANK. 
ITS CREDITORS WANT THEIR MONEY. 
Another meeting of creditors of the Cook 
County Savings Bank was held at Workingmen’s 
Hall, on dalsted street, near Chicago avenue, 
last evening. The object was to hear the re- 


port of the Committee appointed to select an 


attorney to examine the Assignec’s account, and 
to advise the depositors as to the best course for 
them to pursue. There were thirty persons 


present, including two women. Mr. A. Wait 
was elected Chairman and Mr. Nelson Secre- 


tary. 

Mr. Wait, from the Committee, reported that 
the services of F. A. Smith had been secured to 
look after the Assignee, and make a report re- 
garding the assets of the bank. The report was 
concurred in. 

Mr. Smith, being present, was asked to make 
a statement. He said he had called on the As- 
signee, Mr. Duir, and saw the assignment by 
which the assets were assigned to him. The 
substance of the document was that all the 
assets were to be transferred to Mr. Duir for the 
purpose: first, of collecting all the credits of 
the bank, including notes and balance due on 
stocks and subscriptidns; and, second, to dis- 
tribute the assets when collected, after retaining 
his own fees and commissions, amon 
the creditors of the bank; and f 
there was any balance left to pay it over to the 
bank; if there was not sufficient realized from 
the assets to pay the creditors in full, he was to

THE TAX-FIGHTERS. 
PROCEEDINGS IN THE COUNTY COURT YESTERDAY. 
The morning session of the County Court and 
the greater part of the afternoon, yesterday, was 
devoted to arguments pro and con (mostly 
pro) on two very trivial objections to the tax- 
levy. The first was to the extension of the 
taxes of Hyde Park tor corporate instead of 
“village”? purposes, and the second to the 
appropriation of money by the Town of Lake to 
supply a deficiency caused by a misappropria- 
tion” of funds. As to the former, it was urged 
that the error could not be amended, or, rather, 
corrected, but an examination of the stat- 
ute disclosed that amendment was in 
the power of the Court upon informa- 
tion. Regarding the latter, it was 
contended that taxes could not be levied to 
restore ‘“‘embezzled’’ funds. This proposition 
was attacked as at variance with the facts, the 
money not having been embezzled,“ but one 
fund was borrowed from and the sum placed to 
the credit of another fund, and expended for the 
benefit of the town, thus making a deficiency, 
which it was sought to cover by the levy. Both 
objections were, of course, overruled. . 

‘The Court held, as to Mr. Borden’s point that 
the State Board of Equalization had assessed 
50 per cent of the fair cash value of age coh 
that if it was a new point he wo d 
not countenance perjury, but in the cases cited 
he had found none that overturned such an as- 
sessment. If it were an open question he would 
say, on first blush, that the assessment was bad; 
but the Supreme Court seemed to have called 
such assessinents good; and it seemed to have 
been decided in several cases, where the case 
was prominently before that Court, that the 
statute was only directory; and, as long as uni- 
formity was kept up, they would not disturb 
the valuations or the assessments. The objec- 
tion was overruled. 

The next objection, that the statute was un- 
constitutional, in that it permitted a division of 
‘*railroad track,“ involved a question which 
seemed to have been before the Courts. To his 
mind the Legislature meant to say that each 
mile of track and right of way had the same 
value wherever located; but the State Board 
and the Supreme Court of the United States 
had taken a different view, and the assessment 
of the Rock island Road was much larger in 
Cook County than in others, but in the distri- 
bution of the tax it appeared that 
the property in Cook was taxed in Will 
County to a large extent, and so on over the 
road. This seemed to have been sustained, and 
the objection was therefore overruled. 

Regarding the objection that the city * 
priation ordinance was never passed, he held 
that the Common Council was continued in 
office by the adoption of the charter of 72, and 
the words Common Council in the enacting- 
clause were right. It was his impression that 
the spirit of the statute intended that the old 
officers were to exercise their office under the 
same name as under the old act. 

The Court then adjourned. 


KNIFE AND PISTOL. 
ONE MAN SHOT AND TWO OTHERS STABBED—A 
GENERAL FREE FIGHT. 

They had a blue row up on Stewart avenue 
and Barber street last evening, among the Irish 
and other foreigners that reside in that locality, 
and it ended only in the shooting of one man, 
perhaps fatally, and the slashing of several 
others. As nearly as can be ascertained, 
Jim Bailey, a ruffian of the first 
water, and until recently a conductor 
in the employ of the Pittsburg & Fort Wayne 
Railroad, has been almost blue-mowilded for 
want of a batin for some time, and has par- 
ticulary vented his spleen towards Kermon Dol- 
lard and his two brothers, residing at No. 71 
Stewart avenue. One night recently, Bailey, in 
one of his drunken fits,drew a revolver and fired 
into a crowe, among which the Dollard amily 
was ably represented. They took the insult home 
to themselves, and last evening determined to 
clear out the Bailey and his minions, comprising 
a family named O’Brien, residing at No. 11 Bar- 
ber street. The O’Briens claim to be lineal 
descendents of the Bowid Boy of Glengall,“ 
and themselves have aShamus whom they con- 
sider as good as the best of them in handling 
a shillelah. How the fight commenced last even- 
ing, can only be surmised, as the only authen- 
tic account of the affair — with 
the three Dollard brothers, after the 
style of the Roman Horatii, pursuing 
the Curi, or O’Briens, as 2 choose to denom- 
inate themselves. Shamus O’Brien was doi 
most of the fighting, however, and kept val- 
iantly retreating towards home. Upon arriving 
there, the O’ Briens—Shamus, Con, and Thomas, 
their father—were obliged to retreat within, and 
as they did so were joined by their mother, who 
fulminated to a considerable extent and held 
the gate against the Dollards. She was en- 
rolling herself on the scroll of fame as high up 
as the famous defender of the bridge, Horatio 
Cocles, when suddenly Kermon Dollard planted 
the butt of bis revolver between her two eyes, 
and the ps ‘was won. In the meantime Shamus 
had mounttd the steps to his house, from where 
he commanded a full view of the situation. 
Seeing his mother struck senseless, he drew a 
revolver and shot the offending Ker- 
Dollard through the abdomen, in- 

flicting a very§ dangerous ‘wound. This 
closed the evening’s war-dance. Dr. J. A. 
Mead was- called to attend the wounded, and an 
ice-wagon volunteered to form the ambulance 
corps, but its services were not needed. Ker- 
man Dollard was found to be quite seriously 
wounded in the left side of the abdomen, but 
the physician does not think the wound will 
necessarily prove fatal. Con O’Brien was found 
to be cut in the face quite badly 
bY a knife in the hands of one 
of the Dollards, and Thomas O’Brien 
was suffering from two deep stabs, one in the 
arm and the other in the back of the neck, but 
none are at all serious. Officers Otto and 
O’Brien arrived upon the scene soon after its 
occurrence, and landed Casey Cahill, a retainer 
of the Dollards, who is supposed to have stabbed 
old man O’Brien, and Jack O’Brien, who did the 
shooting, in the West Twelfth Street Sta- 
tion. During the melee a half dozen 
heads were mashed by base-ball bats 
and other missiles, occasioning a sufficient 
number of family feuds to last the city for a 
year or two. Altogether the O’Briens have lost 
their prowess, the Dollards have, perhaps, lost 
a member of the family, the gossip of the neigh- 
borhood, Bailey, has a split crown, and Casey 
Cahill stands a chance of going to a 
marble-front residence in Joliet. And yet none 
— A ge are happy, but are aching for another 
fight.
